How l.int ry Is Otiarrl» *d. 
Co-operators ma y be pleased to know 
that a mo ng tho few trades of the world 
in the hands o f the laborers is that of 
the emery quarryman. 
Emery comes 
from the island o f Na xo s in the eastern 
Mediterranean, whence it has 1s*'ti ex­ 
ported for the last tw o centuries qj 
more. 
Tho beds are in the northeast of 
the island, the deposit descending into 
some o f the neighbo ring islands, the 
emery being found in lenticula r masses, 
resting on layers of schist in limestone, 
a lmo st identica l w ith Pa ria n marble, 
the finest marble known, w hich comes 
from the isla nd of Paros close by. 
There are about 300 men enga ged in 
the trade, all o f who m have to bv ma r­ 
ried before they are a dmitted to the 
fraternity. 
The material is much too hard to be 
dug out, or even blasted. Great fires are 
lighted round the blocks till the natural 
cracks expand w ith the heat and levers 
are then inserted to pry them apart. 
This system is continued until the 
blocks are r<« ilucod in size to ma sses o f a 
cubic fixit or less, and they are then 
shipped as if they wero coals. There 
are said to he 20,000,000 tons yet a va il­ 
able at Naxo s, and last yea r’s export 
wa s 8 ,9 5 0 tons. 
It is one of the hardest substances yet 
kno wn, co m ing next to the diamond, 
ami amo ng its crysta lline fo rms known 
to the jewelers are the ruby and the sa p­ 
phire.

If people w ill on ly profit by example 
they can keep cool. 
Just see how the 
other fellow, who lives w here it is al­ 
way s hot, man ages to he comfortable, 
an d then y ou will have struck the key ­ 
n ote. 
For cen turies the in habitan ts of the 
tropics have been devisin g way s 
to 
keep cool. 
Not on ly have the n atural 
resources of their own coun tries been 
con verted 
in to 
methods of 
coolin g 
schemes, but the mechan ical skill of 
modern scien ce has also been in troduced 
by the fabulously wealthy rulers of these 
semi barbarous lan ds. 
The n atives of New Guin ea, who are 
compelled, owin g to the in ten se heat, 
to go almost n aked durin g most of the 
y ear, have h it upon a scheme that is 
claimed to mak« * life n ot on ly bearable, 
but highly en joy able durin g the lon g, 
hot day s when the broilin g sun is sen d­ 
in g down seemin g ray s of lire. 
While their plan d<x*s n ot tax the 
brain s cf modem scien ce, it is, n ever­ 
theless, un ique an d in volves the labor 
of an en ormous army of workers. Their 
method is to take a broad stretch of 
lan d adjoin in g their large villages an d 
con vert it in to a swamp. 
This is don e 
by clearin g the lan d thoroughly of all 
vegetation an d un derbrush, on ly the 
trees bein g left stan din g. By mon ths of 
patien t labor, in which all in habitan ts 
of tho village, both men an d women , 
join , they dig a can al from the n earest 
lake an d drain it in to their artificial 
marsh. 
The depth of w ater in these 
marshes varies from 10 to 20 or 30 feet, 
accordin g to the excavation don o before­ 
han d. 
Trees are then cut an d carefully strip­ 
ped of both bark an d bran ches an d 
driven in groups in n umerous parts of 
the marsh, leavin g about 10 or 15 feet 
above tho water. 
On the tops of these 
stilts, or piles, the houses are then built 
an d so overhan g tho marsh. 
In some parts of In dia “ floatin g vil­ 
lages’’ have been con structed with great 
success. 
The in ven tors of this mode of 
keepin g cool came from in lan d tribes of 
n atives, where the heat killed off hun ­ 
dreds every y ear. These men journ ey ed 
to tho river shores an d there built their 
houses on large flat rafts. Some of these 
villages have n ow grown to large pro­ 
portion s, an d on e n ear MacGluer’s in let, 
or gulf of Ouin , as it is n ow called, 
n umbers over 8 00 houses. 
They are all 
con n ected by ropes, with some 20 feet 
of water between , an d move with tho 
curren t. This huge excursion fleet, as it 
appears, lazily floats from on e shore to 
the other an d up an d down the stream, 
catchin g all the uir that comes from the 
n eighborin g forests. The differen ce in 
temperature between the lan d an d the 
rafts averages 25 degrees. 
In Sy ria tho latest an d most effectual 
Hchemo of escapin g the stiflin g heat has 
been foun d in the subterran ean passages, 
of which tlu« coun try has man y . 
Large 
forces of Sy rian s have made mammoth 
excavation s in the passages, an d here, 
deep down in tho bowels of the earth, 
built ubodes. It is very cool down there, 
tho rocks often times bein g actually cold. 
This is largely accoun ted fur by their 
con tact w ith the n umerous subterran ean 
waterway s, which flow alon g un der 
moun tain s an d ren ts in tho reeks caused 
by In tern al volcan ic eruption s. 
Down there, hun dreds of foot ben eath 
the earth’s surface an d in , as it were, 
a gigan tic tomb, the Sy rian s puss the 
heated portion of the flay in quiet se­ 
clusion an d peaceful rest. 
Tho Chin ese, although a backward 
an d un progresaivo race, have n everthe­ 
less tried man y experimen ts foi keepin g 
cool, an d thin k they have solved the 
question by their “ tree dwellin gs. ” At 
least it is the most satisfactory method 
that has ever been put in operation in 
the Flowery Kin gdom. 
Takin g advan tage) of the tremen dous 
growth of trees in somo parts of tho y el­ 
low empire, the n atives have built their 
houses, like n ests, in them. 
This they 
do by splittin g the large an d topmost 
bran ches an d fittin g the foun dation of 
those houses securely in these splits. 
Perched up there, a hun dred feet in 
tli** air an d in tho dirœ t sweep of the 
win d when there is an y, the Celestials 
dream away tho tedious summer day. 
The ty pe of architecture is more preten ­ 
tious than that display ed in the simple 
log cabin . 
The walls are decorated 
w ith curious design s, an d the in ter­ 
woven latticework of palm an d bamboo 
which form the houses give them a de­ 
lightfully cool an d airy appearan ce. 
It 
is an ideal n est, an d on e in which tho 
Celestial n ever tims of lin gerin g. 
Tho kin g of Siam has a scheme on 
which that swarthy ruler labored for 
man y y ears, an d which, besides bein g 
wholly origin al, represen ts an expen di­ 
ture of mon ey that would make a dozen 
men wealthy for life. In substan ce, it is 
a 
mammoth 
glass room, measurin g 
some 20 feet square by 15 feet high, 
con structed on the surface of a lake, 
in to which it is submerged on hot days. 
W ith the exception of the floor, it is 
en tirely of heavy plate glass clos* ly fit­ 
ted in to steel frames. 
It took over five 
y ears of steady labor to make this re­ 
markable room, an d so jealous of the 
secret was its imperial in ven tor that 
each particle of the room was man ufac­ 
tured m a differen t place an d by work­ 
men en tirely un fam iliar w ith tlie other 
parts of the structure.—New York Jour- 
uaL

Prin ce Lucien Bon aparte was the best 
of the four sous of Lucien L The others 
made the states of the church too hot to 
hold th<*m. All had impetuous, master­ 
ful tempers an d literary an d archaeolog­ 
ical tastes. 
In differen t way s each con ­ 
trived to bleed the late emperor of mon ­ 
ey. 
They were brought up at Muiguan o 
amon g the Etrurian remain s which 
their father disen terred durin g more 
than 20 y ears, to the en richmen t of 
most of the greet museums of Europe. 
Pierre an d An toin e lived like ban ­ 
ditti, carry in g off women an d shootin g 
th** men who wen t to stop 
ot came to 
arrest them. 
Pierre fired his fin al shot 
at Victor Noir, at Auteuil, an d killed 
him. The eldest, whom I remember us 
Prin ce of Musiguan o, was married to a 
daughter of his un cle Joseph. 
He re­ 
volted again st the pope, was presiden t 
of the Roman con stituen t, an d such a 
violen t domestic ty ran t that his wife 
ran away to Paris to supplicate the em ­ 
peror to protect her an d her son —the 
future cardin al. 
The Prin oo of Mn sign an o met this by 
threaten in g to publish certain papers of 
the first Lucien provin g over an d over 
again the dishon or of Josephin e an d 
Horten se. Louis Napoleon bought these 
documen ts at his cousin ’s price. 
The 
death of the wife, Zen aide, put an en d 
to the feud. 
Tho late Prin ce Lucien , 
who obtain ed a civil list pen sion of 
£ 250 a y ear—about the fourth of tin * en ­ 
tire fun d— figured in Paris durin g the 
secon d republic as an ultra Liberal. He 
play ed this card un til he got a largo 
sum of mon ey an d a sen atorship. This 
post was hon orary , as ho had to live out 
of Fran ce. 
An toin e, the y oun gest of the four 
brothers, led a charmed life. 
His life 
was spared by th** pope at the supplica­ 
tion of Lady Dudley Stuart an d her 
mother. The papal g<jvern men t ban ished 
him, an d he wen t to Greece, where he 
got in to an other serious scrape. In New 
York he had tho n arrowest escape of be­ 
in g ly n ched for forgettin g that he was 
n ot at Mn sign an o. 
Th« *n oe he wen t to 
Mexico an d Pan ama, with a scheme in 
his head that he an d Louis had talked 
over at Borden town for makin g an in - 
torocean ic can al. 
He laid tho egg at 
Columbia (?) which his cousin Lucien 
Wy se an d De Lesseps hatched 15 y ears 
ago. 
Thus, had tli** man sen t to arrest 
An toin e shot, in stead of bein g shot by, 
him, the Pan am a bubble would n ot 
have been in flated in our tim e.—Paris 
Letter in Loudon Truth. 


T e ac h in g T h em E n glish . 
The simple an d effective method of 
teachin g En glish to the children of Ital® 
ian s, Portuguese, Polish an d German 
Jew s used in the n orth en d schools of 
Boston m ight profitably be adopted by 
other cities which aro obliged to face 
the fact that within their borders aro 
thousan ds of foreign children who kn ow 
n othin g of the customs, in stitution s or 
lan guage of this coun try . 
A writer in 
the Boston Tran script thus describes tho 
m ethod: 
The children , within a few day s after 
their arrival, are sen t to tho public 
schools, as a rule without compulsion , 
an d hero they art* first of all taught tiio 
En glish lan guage. It is don e by a sy s­ 
tem of object lesson s. 
The teachers in 
the elemen tary rooms aro y oun g women , 
as men would n ot be patien t en ough to 
accomplish the best results. 
The teacher may poin t to lx*r eye an d 
say, “ This is my eye, ” repeatin g it sev­ 
eral timcvs an d requirin g the pupils to 
repeat it in un ison . 
Other portion s of 
the body are poin ted out in a sim ilar 
man n er, an d then fam iliar objects in 
tho room an * in tlie sumo way brought 
to the atten tion of the children . 
Later, when they have) made sufficien t 
progress in the lan guage, it becomes de­ 
sirable to teach tlx* differen t ten ses. To 
accomplish this, a boy or girl is directed 
to run slowly roun d therexxm, w’hen tho 
teacher an d children say in un ison , 
“ That boy is run n in g,” repeatin g the 
sen ten ce several times. Tho boy is then 
told to halt, an d tlx* teacher an d pupils 
say iu un ison , “ That toy did run ;” 
again , “ That boy is stan din g still,” 
“ That toy can run ,” “ That boy is 
w alkin g,” “ That boy walks fast, ” “ I 
can w alk,” “ I can run ,” “ I did walk, ” 
etc. 
These an d other sen ten ces, as they 
art« spoken , are w'ritton on the black­ 
board by tlx* toacher, ami tho pupils 
write them on their slates. 
Thus they 
are taught tho lan guage an d taught to 
spell, read an d write almost simultan e­ 
ously.
